The Age of Hurry. 


The most striking characteristic of 
the age in which we live is the breath­ 
less haste with which we perform al­ 
most every action of our lives; nay, 
even the unimportant actions become 
of consequence by reason of the rapid­ 
ity which we think it necessary to 
bring to bear upon them. The com­ 
monest excuse of the present day is, 
“ I really have not time” to do tins or 
that. “ I have not a moment to spare” 
is the hasty statem ent which we hear 
twenty times a day. “ Well, Ican give 
you two or three minutes, ’ is the re­ 
ply of the business man whose advice 
you wish for gratis. If the desired in­ 
terview has anything to do with the 
possible and probable acquisition cf 
money, the usual hurry will to a cer­ 
tain extent calm down, because the 
great hurry of timo is to get a good 
fdace in the race of wealth, and breath- 
ng time for the purpose of considering 
the ground is not looked upon as 
wasted. Ilurry extends even to reli­ 
gion, as we s e e in the general tendency 
to shorten the services of the church. 
And what a sign, too, of universal hur­ 
ry is the telegraph system ! That sys­ 
tem is doubtless far from porfect yet, 
and before long we shall probably linu 
ourselves employing the electric wire 
for the greater part of our correspond­ 
ence, and our private houses will be 
fitted with ft magnetic system which 
will entirely supersede the use of bells, 
¿'or instance, more butter is wanted at 
breakfast; the fact is communicated to 
the domestic offices by electricity, and 
the butter is brought without the ne­ 
cessity of verbal order, and so at least 
fifty per cent of time is gained. The 
tim e will come when we shall wonder 
how people could possibly Jiftve toler­ 
ated the anxiety of waiting forty-eight 
hours for a letter. 
Such a state of 
things will be almost as rare as travel­ 
ing by mail-coach. There is one as­ 
pect of hurry however in which reac­ 
tion appears to be setting in, Desir­ 
ous as we may be of getting over the 
ground quickly when traveling from 
place to place, an alarming chapter of 
railway accidents is inducing us to be­ 
lieve tnftt after all our lives and limbs 
are worth some consideration, and that 
traveling at sixty miles an hour has 
drawbacks so long as there is a chance 
'o f colliding with a shunting freight 
train, l ’erhaps a little further reflec­ 
tion will lead us to think that speod in 
other phases of existence is not compa­ 
tible wltb safety, and that after all 
there is something to be said in favor 
of the habits of tho tortoise. Macbeth 
says: 
“ If ’twero done, then ’twere 
well it were done quickly;” but then 
thut misguided chieftain had got a 
murder in his eye, and therefore his 
iractice makes against the theory.— 
English Magazine.

and Lorraine, of the differences w ith 
the Catholic Church, the imprison­ 
ment of her prelates—and then taking 
a volume of Milton he read in deep, 
rich tones of tender melancholy, his 
famous sonnet upon the persecution of 
the Waldeuses during Cromwell’s pro­ 
tectorate, as follows:

In closing he added, “Thus history 
revenges herself.” About this tim e 
his evening mail was brought; when­ 
ever he came to one interesting note 
or letter he would look it over and 
then hand it to me to read. The first 
was from an art association in Boston, 
saying that the Duke de Montpensier, 
of Spain, had agreed to loan his valu­ 
able collection of pictures, valued at 
$óüü,QUO, to the assocition, provided 
they paid packing, transportation, and 
insurance; and as the laws of the 
United States lim it the time of inter­ 
national loan free of duty to six 
months, it needed a special act of Con­ 
gress to keep the paintings two years, 
so as to pay expense by their exhibi­ 
tion, and he desired speedy legislation. 
He asked me if I had seen them when 
in Spain, I answered him I had, and 
described several of those I remember­ 
ed best. He said; “In the Senate I 
do not think there will be much diili- 
culty; but in the House,” he added, 
smiling, 
“Ben 
Butler can put it 
through, as lie does, with his white 
horse, everything else. 
Why, he is a 
political Cagliostro.” 
The next letter was from Philadel­ 
phia, an anonymous attack of the bit­ 
terest description, impugning his mo­ 
tives concerning his speech on the 
International Centennary Exposition, 
winding up with a threat of violence, 
which 1 forbear to transcribe. As he 
handed it to me he said, good-humor­ 
edly, “I am used to such letters.” I 
read it, and, as I did so, consigned it 
to the blazing grate. The next letter 
was from Indiana, one of those good, 
whole-souled letters, full of sympathy 
and admiration, with an u r g e n t, euin- 
est invitation for him to visit the 
writer next Summer, with an offer of 
generous and unstinted hospitality. 
“There,” said he, “you have burned 
the bane, and here is the antidote,” 
His next letter was from Boston, full 
of hearty thankfulness for his restora­ 
tion to health, and cheer for the future. 
It was closely written, and, as he hand­ 
ed it to me, he said, “This is no Sum­ 
mer friend.” 
The last of many letters was on« of 
congratulation about the Massachu­ 
setts legislative resolutions rescinding 
the vote of censure. I never saw him 
look more happy than when he was 
reading it. He then arose and showed 
n)e with satisfaction the legislative 
resolutions, beautifully engrossed on 
parchment, and observed the copies 
for the representatives were simply on 
paper. I asked, “ Will you address 
the Senate when they are presented?” 
He replied, “The dear old common­ 
wealth has spoken for me, and that is 
enough,” 


The New Litigant Bill. 


Asscmbyman Ingham on Monday 
introduced the following bill in rela 
tiou to legal publications : 
Section 1. Judges of 
Courts and 
Justices of the Peace, and all other of­ 
ficers elected or appointed under the 
laws of the State of California, shall, 
in the selection of newspapers for the 
publication of legal or other notices, 
select such newspaper or newspapers 
as may be designated by the litigant 
or other person desiring or ordering 
such publication, or may may be liable 
for the costs thereof; provided, that 
the newspaper so selected shall be a 
bona fide newspaper within the mean­ 
ing of the law aud published in the 
county. 
See. 2. In case of neglect or refusal 
of such litigant or other person to des­ 
ignate such newspaper at the time such 
publication 
is ordered, then 
the 
Judge or other officer, as the ease may 
be, sliall, in his discretion, select sucn 
newspaper. 
See. 3. This Act shall take eflict 
and be in force from and after its pas­ 
sage.

Could 
CofiTee 
be 
Cultivated 
in 
Southern C alifornia? 
Statements have gone the rounds of 
the papers recently that a tree sup­ 
posed to be a variety of the codec 
plant, “caffea Arabics,” has been dis­ 
covered in some localities in the 
mountains of California. The state­ 
ments affirmed that the berries had 
the appearance and the characteristic 
odor of the true cotlee. Of course 
such reports must always be received 
with a certain degree of doubt, until 
confirmed by thorough Investigation, 
yet the subject is one worthy of 
thought. A coffee plantation is better 
than a gold mine. The cost of pro­ 
duction is light, the preparation of the 
berry for the market simple, the time 
required short, the tree commences 
bearing in the third year, the product 
is neither perishable nor bulky and 
the demand is practically unlimited. 
The United States imports every 
pound of coffee consumed. The orig­ 
inal home of the coffee tree is the hot, 
dry belt of country lying around the 
Red Sea and facing out upon the In­ 
dian Ocean. It grows wild in Arabia 
and Abyssinia. From these countries 
it has spread over various portions of 
the tropical and semi tropical world, 
yet nowhere in all its migrations 
yielding a berry with the rich, subtle 
aroma of its original home. This pe­ 
culiar excellence of the coffee in 
Arabia and Abyssinia has been as­ 
cribed to the influence of the dry, 
desert climate. Owing to the absence 
of rain at the season when the berry is 
ripening, it is allowed to remain upon 
the tree until so dry that it is ready to 
fall. This more thorough maturing 
of the berry in the rainless climate is 
supposed to give to it its superiority 
over the product raised in the coffee 
districts of America, all of which have 
Summer rains. 
Can coffee be successfully cultivated 
in California ? Last year several per­ 
sons planted small quantities, but the 
experiment was made upon low land 
where frost is quite severely felt; the 
result was that the tender plants were 
killed. How would it be if the plants 
were protected from frosts during the 
Winter until they had attained an age 
of two or three years, then transplant­ 
ing. Many plants that are easily 
killed by frost when young and tender 
will, after the first year or two, bear 
quite a severe frost without injury. 
Again, many tender yet productive 
and valuable plants are hardened, 
made to endure and flourish in a colder 
climate than their original home, by 
budding or grafting upon the root of a 
more hardy though less productive 
variety of the same species. If the re­ 
ported coffee plant of the California 
mountains should prove to be a true 
coffee, though of a comparatively 
worthless variety, could the better 
varities be successfully and profitably 
budded upon it ? Or might cultiva­ 
tion of this wild coffee develop it from 
possibly a worthless to a productive 
tree? Or, again, might the removal 
of the plant from the more severe cli­ 
mate of Northern California to the 
milder temperature of Southern Cali­ 
fornia change its productive capacity? 
If coffee can be raised in Southern 
California the rainless Summer ought 
to give much the same peculiar ex­ 
cellence found in the coffee of Arabia. 
Who will test the question ?—try the 
true coffee, the so-called coffee plant 
of California, and their crossing or 
budding ? It might lead to no practi­ 
cal result, yet the experiment need not 
cost much and might prove to be labor 
and money well spent. 


Why Not M ake Baskets 
in 
Los 
Angeles? 
We are daily importing baskets, and 
a great many of them. This is good; 
it shows an increasing population. 
But we are sending out of the country 
continually gold coin to pay for the 
baskets. This is not so good; money 
is none too plentiful, and we have 
many uses for it at home. We have 
in the country a large clement of com­ 
paratively unemployed labor; labor 
that cannot be depended upon for 
steady, hard toil; labor that delights 
in the lighter, simpler mechanical 
arts, especially such branches of hand­ 
icraft as can be carried on at home 
instead of in a large factory. Why 
not raise the basket willow and let 
them earn the money that now goes 
abroad? There are many varieties of 
the oilier, salix viminalis, or white 
osier, growing best in moist, warm 
soils; aalixpurpura, or red osier, pre­ 
ferring a rich, deep soil, yet not too 
wet, much used also for live fences in 
Europe; salix vitellina, or yellow osier. 
There are a number of other varieties, 
all of value. The willow grows in Los 
Angeles luxuriantly with 110 care. 
Why not plant, in place of the com­ 
mon willow found here, the better 
varieties. Very little capital is needed 
to run a business of this kind, and tiie 
market for the manufactured article is 
certain and extensive. Should the 
county establish an almshouse, this 
would he a branch of industry well 
adapted to the workings of sucli an 
institution. It is by the development 
of these varied pursuits that a com­ 
munity grows wealthy, rather than 
by tho production of a few leading sta­ 
ples. Among the many immigrants 
constantly coming to Los Angeles 
there must surely be some who are 
practically familiar with the business. 
To any such we would only say that 
the subject of starting the manufacture 
of baskets or willow ware in this coun­ 
ty is well worthy their attention. 


Cerro Gordo Railroad Bill Approved 
by the Covernor. 
We arc informed that the Los An­ 
geles and Cerro Gordo Railroad bill 
has been approved by the Governor 
and has become a law. We may ex­ 
pect the carlycompletion of this road, 
as it is designed to tap a very exten­ 
sive and rich mining region. Cerro 
Gordo now produces about thirty tons 
of bullion per day, worth about $350 
per ton. This is the yield of only one 
mine, and that not worked to its ut­ 
most capacity. There are other mines 
in the district which with cheap rail­ 
road transportation will be worked 
andyvill yield large quantities of bul­ 
lion. Lone Pine, within a few miles 
of Cerro Gordo, is rich in silver-bear­ 
ing ores, though not of so high a 
grade. When the reader learns that 
these mining districts pay $90 per ton 
on all freight received into the dis­ 
tricts and $45 per ton on all bullion 
shipped from them to Los Angeles, lie 
can form some idea of how rich the 
ore must be to pay. When this freight 
cliargo is reduced to $9 per ton, all the 
low grade ores, which will not now 
pay freight, will then come into mar­ 
ket. East of Cerro Gordo about ninety 
miles is the Panamint mining district, 
from which come tales of fabulous 
wealth. The Chamber of Com­ 
merce of this city raised a large 
amount of money to help open 
a proper wagon road into these 
mines. If the half is true of what has 
been told this district will furnish 
freight enough to tax the road. Ore 
from this district works in prospect 
quantities as high as $700 per ton, and 
those who have fully examined the 
mines say that there are inexhaustable 
quantities of such ore. Still east of 
this district are other districts of 
which little is yet known, but from 
which have been brought as rich 
samples of ore as are furnished from 
the other districts. The cost of the 
road, if a narrow gauge, will be about 
$1,000,000. The freight that would 
pass over this road, at $9 per ton, 
would pay over twenty per cent per 
month interest 011 the investment; at 
least this is the estimate we make 
from the most accurate statistics we 
can procure. This with the road to 
Truxton will make six railroads ra­ 
diating from Los Angeles city, four of 
which are now built and in operation. 
What city of California has a brighter 
future. In this Cerro Gordo Railroad 
bill some influence was brought to 
bear 011 the Governor to have it re­ 
jected. As the road will take a large 
business from the Southern Pacific we 
may surmise that the opposition came 
from that company. Our Chamber of 
Commerce came promptly to the res­ 
cue, and telegraphed to the Governor 
that it is to the interest of this com­ 
munity to have the bill approved if it 
properly guards the public interest. 
In more than one instance has the 
action of the Chamber been of great 
value to this city. 


Truxton City. 
How do you like that for the name 
of a rival city. Well, Shoo-Fly is 
now christened Truxton city. Our 
citizens have for some time past been 
anxiously awaiting developments of 
the proposed railroad to Santa Monica, 
Hhoo-Fly, Truxton. Good-by Shoo- 
Fly. There is something in a name; 
you may as well kill a dog as give him 
a bad name, is the old proverb. Con­ 
sciously or unconsciously the manag­ 
ers of the new enterprise acting 011 this 
have began aright by starting with a 
new, name. The interests of Los An­ 
geles city and county demand all the 
harbor facilities that can be had. A 
good general will have several bases of 
supplies if possible. So a city or 
county should be so situated as to di­ 
rect its commerce through several 
channels of ingress and egress. The 
proper development of Truxton land­ 
ing will make Los Angeles city the 
Paris of Southern California. No 
monopoly inland or seaward. The op­ 
position road to Truxton and its oppo­ 
sition line of swift steamers will always 
force the railroad company running 
parallel to the coast to San Francisco 
to have low fares and freights. Also, 
to retain popularity the Southern Pa­ 
cific will rever dare to charge oppress­ 
ive rates 011 its Interior lines to Ari. 
zona, or it will lose on its seagoing 
and northern freight. Cheap trans­ 
portation is one of the most necessary 
things to develop any country. The 
establishment of this new road will 


give opposition steamers and sail ves­ 
sels. From these we will have cheap 
lumber, coal and other material neces­ 
sary for carrying 011 manufactories for 
all of our own produce. Grain can be 
shipped direct to any part of the 
world; so, also, can our rich ores be 
shipped to England for reduction. 
We regard the construction of the 
Santa Monica road as one of the most 
favorable things for Wilmington, in 
this: the Southern Pacific have made 
that their terminus, and will not 
change it. That company must now 
co-operate with those who are working 
for Wilmington and secure a full de­ 
velopment of the harbor and abandon 
lighters. 
Deep draft vessels that 
could not come to Wilmington will 
land at Truxton; and in case of 
storms vessels for Truxton will run 
into Wilmington. A healthy growth 
of the whole county is far better than 
a morbid growth of some part. We 
cheerfully welcome Truxton City. 


W ater Power for M anufacturing. 
There are three rivers running into 
Los Angeles Valley, with aggregate 
water power sufficient to run ten or 
fifteen large mills. In most cases the 
waterpower sufficient for a mill and 
also land for the buildings will be 
given to any persons who would put 
up the mills. The wool clip is very 
large and will supply material for all 
the mills that could be run. A paper 
mill would pay well. Rye and barley 
straw can be had for say four to five 
dollars per ton. The counties of Los 
Angeles, San Diego, San Bernardino 
and Inyo and also Arizona would be 
the market. A mill or furnace for re­ 
ducing and refining ores would have 
more than it could do. There is one 
petroleum refining establishment now 
about ready to commence work. The 
sugar beet grows here and produces 
from fifty to ninety tons per acre. A 
Mr. Clough raised sugar beets that 
weighed fifty-six pounds each when 
eight months old, and that without 
irrigation.________________ 


Grange Co-operativ.e Company. 
The meeting of stockholders of the 
Grange Co-operotive Company of Los 
Angeles at Good Templar Hall yester­ 
day was largely attended, the hall be­ 
ing as full as could be conveniently 
seated. Considerable enthusiasm was 
manifested and all differences with re­ 
gard to the feasibility of going ahead 
disappeared. 
Stockholders are now 
paying in their first assessment to the 
Secretary, L. M. Holt, at No. 41, Tem­ 
ple Block, a large number having 
done so already. Subscriptions to the 
stock will be pushed in all the Granges 
of the county as rapidly as possible 
until the first Tuesday of May, when 
the annual meeting of stockholders 
will be held to elect a new Board of 
Directors. The new Board will elect 
a General Manager who will proceed 
at once to business. The first pay­ 
ment on the stock mlist be made be­ 
fore the first Tuesday of May. 


Encouraging American Shipbuilding. 
We congratulate John Roach upon 
the launch of the iron steamship City 
of Pekin, and upon the distinguished 
company which sent the vessel into 
stream. * In all this we see not only 
the glory of being an excellent ship­ 
builder/but the value of Washington 
associations. It is not every man or 
every shipbuilder who could command 
the presence on sueli an occasion of so 
many distinguished statesmen. John 
Roach did it because he is dear to the 
Congressional heart, and when he 
cannot go to Congress, Congress goes 
to him. Senator Cameron and Rep­ 
resentative Schofield were present, be­ 
cause they are from Pennsylvania, 
where the ship was built, and Senator 
Kelley of Oregon and Representative 
Hougton of California because their 
States are on the ocean the vessel is 
to sail. Messrs. Wheelerof New York, 
Conger of Michigan and Coburn of 
Indiana were all on board; the first 
because he is chairman of the Com­ 
mittee 011 Commerce, and the others 
because neither patents nor military 
affairs have anything to do with com­ 
merce. These are only a few of the 
distinguished gentlemen who showed 
their zeal for American shipbuilding. 
The result was that the House was 
marly empty and Roach’s shipyard 
chock full. Indeed, there were more 
Congressmen at Chester than in Wash­ 
ington. It is a noble thing to encour­ 
age American shipbuilding, and every 
Congressman who went to Chester 
knew it was safe to encourage it, for 
he knew Roach, which was tanta­ 
mount to knowing that the dinner 
would be excellent and the wines reas­ 
onably good.—[N. Y. Herald.

Time to Sow Alfalfa. 


An agricultural journal saya that 
alfalfa seed may be sown at any time 
from this date to April on dry, warm, 
land, and the soouer it is sown the bet­ 
ter as a large crop will be secured the 
first season. It should be sown early 
on alkali soil, as in this soil it requires 
a good washing rain to make it sprout 
and get a start before the dry weather 
sets in. On deep, alluvial soil, that 
holds moisture well on the surface, it 
may bo sown and w ill grow success­ 
fully in April. Not less than twenty 
pounds should be sown to the acre. 
The ground should be well pulverized, 
before sowing, and the seed should be 
put in by a brush or a board being 
drawn over the ground. A harrow- 
wili cover the seed too deep in mellow 
land.

Harry Meiggs Pardoned. 


The following is the full text of the 
Governor’s veto of the bill for thecon- 
donement of Harry Meiggs’ offenses: 
Gentlemen of the Senate: I respect­ 
fully return to your honorable body 
the substitute for Senate Bill No. 183, 
“An Act to remove from Henry Meiggs 
certain legal disabilities.” The title 
would more clearly express the object 
of the bill if it read: “An Act to re­ 
move from Henry Meiggs certain legal 
liabilities.” 
The reasons for withholding approval 
from the bill can scarcely be more 
strongly stated than by a recital of Its 
provisions. 
(Here follows the bill.) 
If all men are equal before the law, 
a bill which sideetsoneand placeshim 
above the law cannot be justified. 
If the Legislature can order a Court 
having jurisdiction in the premises to 
dismiss an indictment in any case, it 
can in every, and the administration 
of justice would be transferred from 
the judicial to the political forum. 
If the Legislature can prohibit the 
Grand Juries of the State from pre­ 
senting” >-bill of indictment against 
the mar., ¿he oath to lie administered 
to them should be changed to conform 
to the provisions of the bill, and read: 
“ You shall diligently inquire into 
and true presentment make of all pub­ 
lic offenses against the people of this 
State, committed or triable within this 
county, of which we have or can ob­ 
tain legal evidence, except the case of 
H erry Meiggs.” 
Ti.c bill is in the nature of a legis­ 
lative pardon before conviction—a con- 
donement of all offenses. 
As an assertion of State policy it is, 
in my opinion, without a parallol; 
and, in so far as it establishes a prece­ 
dent, is in violation of sound principle. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
Governor’s 
clearly expressed und most sound ob­ 
jections, both Houses passed the bill 
over his veto.

Trojan Discoveries. 


The New York Tribune of March 2d 
contains a letter of wonderful interest 
from the great traveler Bayard Taylor, 
giving an advance review of a Ger­ 
man publication containing a full, 
illustrated report of the discoveries of 
Dr. Schliemann in the Troad. It tolls 
not only of discovering ancient Troy, 
but of a still older civilization upon 
the ruins of which are found the ruins 
of the long-lost city. After a sketch 
of the distinguished explorer, of the 
difficulties he encountered and his rea­ 
sons for finally selecting Hissarlik as 
the site of the old city, the letter con­ 
tinues : 
A few months after the publication 
of his volume (“Ithaca, the Pelopones- 
sus, and Troy) Schliemann returned to 
Greece. From this time Athens has 
been his permanent home. Before be­ 
ginning again his researches, lie mar­ 
ried an accomplished Greek lady who 
won his heart by her entlnisiain for 
his labors and her knowledge of Ho­ 
mer. 
On the 11 tli of Octoberthe work was 
begun with eight men, but ou the sec­ 
ond day afterward seventy-four men 
were employed in removing the upper 
soil. The W inter rains, which set in 
toward the end of November obliged 
Schliemann to suspend labor until the 
following Spring. On the 1st of April 
1872, Schliemann, accompanied by his 
wife, as usual, reached the Troad and 
resumed operations with a force of 100 
workmen. Until the 14th of August, a 
period of four months and a half, the 
work was patiently driven forward. 
On the 17th of June 1873, the researches 
came to an end. W hat lias been un­ 
covered will be left so, and it is hoped 
that the legend of the Savior’s visit to 
King Priam will take root among the 
ignorant modern Trojans and preserve 
the walls, whicli no other argument 
could make sacred to them. 
Sehliemann’sexplorationsare like a 
play in five acts: 1809, '70, ’71, ’72 and 
’73—the interest increasing until it 
culminates in a grand denotement, and 
then the curtain falls. Schllemann’s 
wonderful success in 1873 was due in a 
great measure to the conclusions which 
he had reached during the excavations 
of 1872. 
He continued the classifica­ 
tion of the ruins and the relics they 
contained, and soon found that they 
might be divided into four distinct 
strata, each of which represented a 
long historical period. Further com­ 
parison convinced him that the third 


of these strata, counting from the top, 
was the only one that met the require­ 
ments of Homer and Greek traditions; 
consequently here was Troy. But un­ 
der Troy there was an earlier layer of 
ruin, varying from twenty to twenty- 
three feet in depth, before this primi­ 
tive soil was reached. This discovery 
is hardly less interesting than that of 
the position of Troy, 
It carries the 
antiquity of the city back into that 
immense past shadow of the human 
race which stretches like a mysterious 
twilight land behind our oldest his­ 
tory. The geographical position of 
Ilium explains its importance in these 
far-off'ages. The gorges of Ida protect 
it in the rear; seatedat the junction of 
the Hellspont with the Aegean, it 
made a station at Colchis at the east­ 
ern extrem ity of the Euxine, and all 
the Grecian, Egyptian and Phoenician 
coasts; the rich plain around it fur­ 
nished abundant supplies which could 
readily be exchanged for foreign mer­ 
chandise, and as its people becume rich 
and impregnable within its citadel 
town the other and ruder tribes in 
their neighborhood would yield to 
their power. It is certainly older by a 
great many centuries than Athens, 
and its immemorial importance was 
no doubt the first cause of the jealousy 
of the sensitive Greeks. 
The ruins of Troy form a stratum 
averaging ten feet in thickness, the 
depth (from the 
surface), reaching 
from 23J to 33} feet. Since the founda­ 
tion of the city is conjectured to have 
taken place about 1400 b. c., and its 
fall and destruction by fire to have oc­ 
curred about 1100 B. c., this would give 
three centuries for the formation of ten 
feet of ruin—which is quite sufficient 
if we imagine a small but crowdedcity 
with houses of not more than one story 
and much woodwork of which the ruins 
have ample evidence. The marks of 
intense heat are everywhere mani­ 
fest. When the Sciean Gate was first 
uncovered the pavement seemed uni­ 
formly perfect, but at the end of two 
or three months the stone blocks along 
the upper part of the street whicli had 
been exposed to the flame, crumbled 
almost entirely away to a distance of 
ten feet back from the gate. 
The 
other blocks, protected by their situa­ 
tion remained solid, and promise to 
stand for centuries. 
Finally, under Troy there is a fourth 
stratum of thirteen to twenty feet in 
depth, as I have already stated. The 
age of this is a m atter of pure conjec­ 
ture, since the vicissitudes of the city’s 
history—frequent destruction and re­ 
building—would have the same prac­ 
tical effect or nearly so, as a long in­ 
terval of time. 
We have anywhere 
from 2,000 to 5,000 years before C h rist- 
taking Egyptian, Phoenician or Pelas- 
gic remains as guides—as the date of 
the foundation of the first Troy. 


Eor Los Angeles. 


Ex-Senator Maclay, of Santa Clara 
county, shipped on Friday last all his 
bli oded cattle, horses, etc., persteamer 
to Los Angeles, where he will in future 
reside. The Senator was one of the 
most active and enterprising citizens 
of Santa Clara Valley and will be 
greatly missed in that section. South­ 
ern California however is sadly in 
want of men of liisgenius and temper­ 
ament and lie will be a decided acqui­ 
sition to its go-ahead, shrewd business 
men. We are positive the Senator 
will give a good account of himself in 
the future.
